‘ CONCRETE HOUSES ON 
CROWN LAND. | 


Mr. A. J. Burford, land bailiff at 
the Land Office, prosecuted five 
Chinese women, atthe Magistracy, 
this morning, for trespassing on 
Crown land. : : 

Mr. Burford: told Mr. Melbourne’ 
that the defendants were the 
occupants of six Chinese houses 
which had been built on Crown 
land without permission of the 
Government. These houses, he 
pointed out; were not temporary 
structures but builtof concrete and 
must in each case have cost some 
thing like $1,000 to build. They 
were built at Shek Sang village 
right in the track of the new Kow- 
Joon City Road. : 


The women pleaded ignorance of 
the law. 

Mr. Burford went on to say that 
he had visited the district several 
times recently and had warned the 
people. against building ‘without 
permission. On one occasion. he 
went,so far as to clear off the work- 
mén. Ho added ‘that he did’ 
think the women were really re- 
-sponsible for the offerice but that’ 
they were backed by others, pro- 
bably the contractors. 

‘The Magistrate fined the de- 
fendants $5 each and ordered the 
houses to be pulled down withia 
three weeks. :

"SANITARY, BOARD. 


‘GRAVE WARNINGS RE 
, SMALL-POX. . 


Mr. G. R. Sayer, President, was 
in the chair at the meeting of the 
Beare Board yesterday, Others 


(Medical Oflicer of -Health), Dr. 
W. V. M. Koch, the Hon. Mr, E. R. 
Hallifax, Mr. GG. Alabaster, Mr. 
S. W. Tso, Dr. Ozerio, Mr. Wong 
Kwong-tin, and the Secretary (Mr, 
J.-A. Fraser)... -. 

The Medical Officer of Health, 
pursuant to notice given, moved 
the following resolution :-— 

“That in view of the probability 
of a severe epidemic of small-pox 
occurring during the coming cool 
Season the Board take steps to 
warn the Public and, by. advertise- 
ment in the English and Chincee 
newspapers, impress on them the 
necessity of protecting themselves 
by vaccination.” 

1 In proposing chis motion the 
Medical, Officer warned the Board 
that the Colony was on the verge of 
asevere apidetnic of small-pox. He 
was mesely repeating what he had 
told them three months ago. The 
figures for this year were very 
serious indeed. From January to 
June they'were, month by month, 
3, 8, 38, 62, 61, and gt. In July he 
had prophesied that they were in 
for a bad epidemic, and it looked 
now as if that cpidemic were upon 
them. He asked the Board then to 
advise the public to take advantage 
of vaccination; and asked them to 
inform the public. that the heat had 
no effect one way or the other on 
people who had been vaccinated— 
an idea that seemed to be then 
prevalent. There was nothing 
whatever, in his opinion, to be 
feared from vaccination in the 
hot weather, Dr, Koch sup- 
ported hin at the time, and 
the public were given the warn- 
ing he had asked; but the result 
had been practicatly nil. The result/ 

was that now they were getting an 
average of twenty smallpox. cases 
a day, He supposed inat it was 
not too late to advertise again, and 
he was glad to seg that there were 
a good wnany people who, realising, 
the ‘seriousness of the position, 
were getting themselves vaccinat- 
ed without waiting foran advertise- 
ment. Neverthetess,‘there must be 
in the Colony at the present time 
hundreds of thousands who know 
nothing whatever of the facilities 
for getting vaccinated, although 
they were in existence. : The 
epidemic was practically upon the 
Colony: since the middle of July 
until the end of the month 40 cases 
occurred and this monthjas far 4s it 
went, the large number. of cases 
reported is 81. With that he put 
his resolution. 

D . MOTION SECONDED, 

If. 
resolution, said that to his own 
number of cases among the Chinese 
where the’ corpses of people 
who had died of small-pox 
were just dumped in the- street 
and abandoned, Unfortunate- 
ly, the’ lower class — Chinese 
seemed to have no fear of the 
disease at all, and for this reason it 
was. extremely difficult to get them 
to take advantage of vaccination 
facilities. ‘Until they would take 
advantage of them the disease was 
siniply bound to spread amongst 
Europeans and Chinese alike, 
People came here and failed 
to get: vaccinated, and they 
knew the result. He recalled 
one ‘very, prominent 
of the community some years ago 

—a legal luminary—who neglected 
to take the precaution of getting 
vaccinated, caught small-pox, and 
died within a few days. He would 
goeven further than the Medical 
Officer, and say that unless they 
were to compel the people—and 
there was no reason why the 
public should not be compelled— 
to get vaccinated, then they were 
In fora very bad time indeed. The 
idea that vaccination during the 
hot weather was either useless or. 
dangerous was, in his opinion, a 


spread he was unable to imagine. 
-In—other~Colonies—whereit-wa: 

as hot alf the year round as 
it is in Hongkong during the sume 
mer, people were ‘vaccinated all 
the year round with no ill effects at 
\all. To illustrate thé disregard in 
which the Chinese held the disease, 
Dr. Koch related the story of a 
‘woman’ who gave birth totwins and 
came to him with one of the 
children seven months later and 
asked him to vatcinate it -against 
small-pox, He asked her why she 
did not. bring: “the. other child ‘as 
well, and was coolly informed that 
.the other child had: calready had 
| smatl-pox:. He could hardly be- 
lieve this to be true, and ins! d 
her to bring along both ch 

him. She did so, and he vaccinated 
them hoth from the same tube of 
vaccine, ‘Sure enough one child 
\ “took” and the other did not—proof 
that the latter child-had had the 
disease already. And these people, |

_The Medical Officer remarked 
that there were about half a dozen 
places in Hongkong atthe present 
time where people could be vaccin+ 
ated for nothing, and five on the

Mr. Wong Kwong-tin raised the 
question as to what would happen 
with regard to public "vaccinators 
at the end of January when the or- 
dinance touching the sub lect came 
into force. 

The Hon. Mr, Hallifax replied 
that the Government were making 
arrangements, and there would be 
no deficiency. ~ 

The Hon. Mr. Hallifax went on 
toask the Medical Officer of Health 
whether he ‘meant the com- 
paign to be run on the same lines 
as the one which, he believed, 
Dr. Pearse organized a few years 
back. There were stations through- 
out the city, and. the work of 
vaccination was carried on by men 
from the dispensaries and_ the 
R.A.M.C. and other bodies. Then 
people were stopped in-the strect 
and vaccinated. 

Dr. Pearso'said he toolkit that the 
Hon. Mr. Hallifax referred to the 
1916-17 epidemic. At that time he 
was out of the Colony, but he under- 
stood that something fe 300,000 
people were vaccinated. He would 
Very much like to see that same 
number vaccinated agai {this year, 
He had made enquiries, and aa a 
result he ascertained that there was 
enough: vaccin lymph in the Colany 
to vaccinate 300,090 to-day, 

The Hon. Mr, Hallifax said if 
that scheme were to be adopted 
the Medical Officer should be asked 
to organizeghis campaign in some 
detail so that everyone should knaw 
what he was to do. The figures 
and statistics were available for 
that period to work on, 

The ‘Chaisman said he certainly 
thought the Board could carry the 
matter farther than merely ade 
vertising in the newspapers, The 
result of this method last time had 
been absolutely wid, THére seemed, 
to be no doubt but that‘the position 
now was very serious indeed and 
they should not let matters ‘stand.
